Believe Entries in 500-Mile Race at 
Indianapolis Will Show Big In­ 
crease Over Last Year. 


What i8 the limit of speed to be at­ 
tained by the automobile, and when 
will that limit be reached? 
Experts hav e endeav ored for years 
to answer this question, and each suc­ 
ceeding year has brought forth a new 
answer until it seemed that the last 
word had been said, but again and 
again some special speed creation has 
upset all of the prophecies made as to 
speed limitations, until now the wise 
ones refuse to mak e predictions. 
It 
would seem that Bob Burman, world s 
speed monarch, had about solv ed the 
problem when he reeled off a dizzy 
mile in 25.40 seconds on the Daytona 
beach course, but now the intrepid 
Michigan boy comes out with the state­ 
ment that 
he 
will accomplish the 
speed of three miles in a minute this 
coming season. 
It is highly probable that human 
endurance is the only regulator of 
speed which a motor car will attain 
for the mile or two-mile distance, but 
when the speed limit of a motor car 
for 500 miles conv es up for discussion 
another factor enters into considera­ 
tion. 
Last Memorial Day, at the In­ 
dianapolis Motor Speedway, forty big 
motor speed marv els started out to 
cov er the fiv e-century distance in a 
contest with time and each other. Ex­ 
perts said that sev enty miles an hour 
for the long grind would be wonderful 
speed quality, while others thought 
that sixty-fiv e miles an hour would 
mark the limit. 
A few guessed that 
the winner might « lo sev enty-two miles 
an hour, and one or two, who were 
said to be fanatics on the subject, esti­ 
mated the av erage speed at sev enty- 
four miles an hour, 
Ray Harroun and Cyrus Patschk e, 
in their Marrnon “ Wasp,” cov ered the 
500 miles in six hours, forty-two min 
utes and eight seconds, an av erage 
sjieed of 74.01 miles per hour. 
The 
timing was questioned, but the W ar­ 
ner instrument showed that it had 
registered 
truly along 
with a 
half 
score of the best watches, and the 
record went down a* a part of motor­ 
car racing history. 
Now comes another chance for the 
experts to prophesy what will happen 
when thirty big cars start out again 
to do the half-thousand-mile route 
ov er the Indianapolis Motor Speedway 
track next Memorial Day. 
The sec­ 
ond 
annual 
500-mile 
International 
Sw’eepstak es race will be the contest 
which will decide just what adv ance­ 
ment the motor-car mak ers hav e made 
as far as speed and endurance are 
concerned. 
It is a remark able condition that 
none of the entrants this year so far 
has failed to state his belief that the 
av erage speed of the race will be bet­ 
ter than 77 or 78 miles per hour. They 
are building their cars to trav el at 
this rate for the full distance and hav e 
manned them wi'h driv ers who do 
not fear to send the metal monsters 
hurtling through space at the rate of 
100 miles an hour if necessary to win. 
The Speedway race promoters hav e 
anticipated 
the increased speed by 
mak ing the qualifying requirements 
ev en greater than they were for last j 
year, ev ery contestant who starts in 
the race being required to mak e a 
full lap of the 
two-and-a-half mile ! 
brick track in two minutes or at the 
rate of sev enty-fiv e miles per hour. 
This will not trouble those who enter, 
howev er, for they k now the require­ 
ment and that they can meet it before 
their entries are made. 
As an example Howard Wilcox, in a 
big blue National, has been reeling 
off laps at an av erage speed of about 
ninety miles per hour on the Speed­ 
way course during th^-biting cold win­ 
ter weather, and believ es he can coax 
more speed out of hts car when the 
weather does not work such physical 
hardship upon him.

The immediate effects of 3mal! doses 
of alcohol on the nerv ous system hav e 
only been demonstrated comparativ ely 
recently, says an English temperance 
publication. 
Prof. Victor Horsley has 
lectured on the action of alcohol on 
the brain and nerv ous system, and has 
quoted the experiments of Kraepelin, 
who found the reaction time <i. e., the 
time between observ ing a signal and 
indicating that it had been observ ed > 
distinctly diminished by alcohol al­ 
though not consciously so to the per­ 
son affected. 
These hav e been 
con 
tinned by Dr. Kellogg and others. l>r. 
Schmidt and Dr. Furer hav e published 
elaborate tables of numerous experi­ 
ments on the action of alcohol upon 
mental operations, such as learning 
by heart, associations, requiring chief­ 
ly automatic mov ements, were at first 
rendered easier, yet these were soon 
done with increasing difficulty, while 
the higher associations were, from the 
first, enfeebled. 
The increase of automatic actions 
is no proof of stimulation 
All such 
actions an* performed more readily 
when the attention is not fixed upon 
them. 
It is as would be the 
case 
were a narcotic to affect a horse and 
his rider, but to affect the rider first. 
As the grasp of the reins relaxed 
the horse might start off more quick ly 
and more erratically, depending upon 
surrounding 
circumstances, 
because 
free from the check and control of his 
master. 
As 
the , Influence 
extended 
gradually to him his mov ements would 
become increasingly sluggish. 
The 
excitement of the drink er is the re­ 
sult 
of 
surrounding 
stimuli, 
not 
check ed by the judgment 
and 
will, 
which are at once enfeebled. 
Hence, 
it Is maintained that temperance, i. e., 
self-control, is promoted by total ab­ 
stinence from drugs such as alcohol, 
which weak ens It. 
Other functions of the nerv ous sys 
tern hav e been prov ed to be impaired 
by alcohol, ev en in small doses, such 
as one or two teaspoonfuls, for in­ 
stance, the sensibility of touch, 
the 
acuteness of v ision and hearing, and 
the muscular sense. 
In all these eases 
the subject is perfectly unaware of 
any injurious alteration, and it can 
only he demonstrated by sensitiv e and 
accurate tests. 
It may be truly said that the dev il 
In solution is a dev il of dissolution, 
disease and death. 
The immediate 
effects of small doses can be shown 
to be injurious 
by 
precise 
observ a­ 
tions, but the effect is cumulativ e and 
bee« mes obv ious after sev eral years 
of continuance. 
It is this 
fact of 
unquestionable 
harm done by alcohol without warn 
itig to the drink er, both immediately 
and after years of moderate drink ing, 
through chronic degeneration of tis 
sues which render the adv ice to tak e 
it moderately so dangerous, apart al­ 
together from the real risk of acquired 
crav ing for excess.

DRINK HABIT IS CONDEMNED 


Sir 
Victor 
Horsley, 
Distinguished 
English 
Medical 
Authority, 
De­ 
nounces Pernicious Custom. 


Sir Victor Horsley, the disfinguish- 
ed English medical authority, recently 
addressed in Liv erpool, England, 
a 
meeting of medical practitioners and 
others, arranged by the United King 
dom alliance, 
at 
which 
the 
lord 
mayor presided. 
Sir Victor’s subject was 
Social 
Basis of Teetotalism,” and 
in 
the 
course of his address he condemned 
the custom of “standing drink s” and 
of prov iding alcohol at public and pri­ 
v ate banquets and dinner parties 
He 
recalled the fact that his late majesty 
the k ing was the first of the rulers of 
the British empire to break thfough 
the custom of alcoholic drink ing, when 
he gav o leav e for his health to 
be 
drunk in water. 
Sir Victor went on 
to suggest that if medical practition­ 
ers were to be activ e and patriotic 
citizens, they ought all to be total ab­ 
stainers, because the social reforms 
that were of interest today were only 
to be carried as soon as they succeed­ 
ed In getting rid of the national cus­ 
tom of drink ing alcohol. 
The scientific v iew was that ev en 
small doses—what was called the diet­ 
etic use of alcohol—had an injurious 
effect. 
It acted upon the higher and 
most Intellectual 
part of the brain 
by weak ening initiation and 
loosening 
control of 
the judgment 
and 
the 
tongue. 
It was a common remark at 
dinner parties that 
people did 
not 
begin to talk until the wine had gone 
round. 
Mr, Justice Hargrav e Deane, 
in his ev idence before the 
div orce 
commission, had expressed the opin­ 
ion that the worst ev il was not the re 
suit of drunk enness, but the result of 
small quantities of alcohol. 
In a num­ 
ber of cases he believ ed that as med- 
h-al practitioners they could all say 
the same thing of their own k nowl­ 
edge 
The wfty to g**t the nation 
to 
giv e up this alcohol drink ing custom 
was surely by securing a diminution 
of the opportunities of getting alcohol.

It is not the purpose of the commis­ 
sion to have the Commercial club take 
the initiative in the organization of 
the celebration, but to join with the 
Indiana state boards of agriculture, 
education, charities and others by giv 
ing them such help as they may de­ 
sire from Indianapolis. 
The state board of agriculture 
has 
long had In mind such a celebration 
to display the farming and live stock 
resources of the state, and. because of 
the acreage available, also to make it 
a great show of m anufaoturtng re 
sources.

Fo rty 
po licemen answered the rio t 
call and the mass co uld no t be re­ 
sumed until the rio ters had been taken 
o ut, fighting and screaming, and the 
po lice had su rro u nded the altar, re­ 
maining there du ring the rest o f the 
service. 
\s a resu lt o f the tro u ble 
the parish is practically u nder martial 
rule by the po lice and a guard su r 
ro unds the recto ry, the do o rs o f which 
have been supplied with heavy chains 
to prevent a po ssible attack. 
The tro u ble started with the ap- 
po intment o f F ather Pau lu s to the jwr 
ish.
